SOCIALISM vs. FREE ENTERPRISE 
That is the issue 
in America today according to D. A. Hulcy, president of 
the United States Chamber of Commerce. 
The rapid 
growth of instrum ents of control within the Federal gov­ 
ernment and the power they generate should serve as a 
grim warning of the socialized state. 
So thinks Mr. 
Hulcy; and his reasoning is simple and logical. He points 
out that the danger in setting up these controls is that 
they pass into other hands — that the controls set 
up during President Franklin Roosevelt's administration 
have already passed to other hands and w ill be in still 
other hands in another ten years. 
Mr. Hulcy spoke at the annual m eeting of the Los. An­ 
geles chamber of com m erce this week at which Ferrill 
Drinkwater, W estern Air Lines president was installed 
president of the chamber to succeed Oscar Trippet. 
“Those who exercise these controls on our lives front 
W ashington today may be ih e most dedicated and soil­ 
less men in all the world." said Hulcy. 
“That is not the 
point at all. 
The point is that once you turn overpow er 
—the power to control or the power to adventure with 
tax m oney you have generated two dangerous waves for 
the future: 
. 
“1. 
You are gam bling with fate that the lives of the 
men in power today will be equally well intended 
and equally benign.” 
“2. 
You have begun to educate and condition the 
m ass of people to existence under centralized 
power.” 
. 
Mark these words. 
As Hulcy points out, the first 
wave is bad enough but it can be shaken off, the second 
is deadly and m ay well defy resistance. 
It is a tidal 
wave of destruction for free enterprise and individual 
liberty. 
. 
More people should also heed Hulcy’s description of 
Federal aid as “one of the great misnomers of our time, 
because it is our own m oney returned to us, less the cost 
of collecting it and less the cost of distributing it. 
It is 
easy to say let’s take it w h ile we can get it, because som e­ 
body else will if we don’t— and it is easy to say that it 
isn’t our m oney. 
But if that is all the thought we give 
it, then we care very little about the future of our country 
or the future of our children and their children.” 
T his line of reasoning should make sense to anyone 
who is interested enough to sit down and figure out what 
is happening in America today—and why.
